University atChamber meeting 


' The Sturgeon Toastmistress Club held its last meet- 
ing of the season last week, Veronica Kirk of the 
Marigold Club officiated at the installation of officers, 
Elected to the executive were Dorothy Gault, treasurer;

‘Hopefully we will open 
the doors of Athabasca Uni- 
versity in the fall of 1974, 
and hopefully the initial en- 
rollment will be 800 - 1,000 
students,’’ Dr. Timothy 
Byrne told the Chamber of 
Commerce dinner meeting 
audience in St, Albert last 
week, The occasion was, he 
sald, his first major public 
appearance since his app- 
ointment as president of the 
university, 

The first three months 
after the governing authority 
of the university was formed 
in June 1970, were given to 
considering how auniversity 
could be developed in con- 
trast to, or something diff- 
erent than, the University 
of Alberta, Although the pro- 
vincial government had 
given consideration to this 
university serving as anex- 
tension to the U of A, they 
had decided it should be 
independent, and different 
from the other three uni- 
versities in the province, 
Following this decision 
planning was dedicated to 


exploring new approaches 
to building design, curricu- 
lum and organization, It in- 
volved much reading, dis- 
cussion and visiting of other 
universities on this con- 
tinent and abroad, 

“Thus the authority was 
Slow in giving tangible evi- 
dence of being alive,’’ Dr, 
Byrne continued, He felt the 
first sod turning would not 
occur before the spring of 
1972, Then in the fall of 
1973! perhaps a small group 
of possibly 200 students and 
some staff will form a pilot 
group to gain experience in 
the new concept planned for 
Athabasca, leading to the 
1974 opening, 

The university is comm- 
(ted to serve undergraduate 
Study in arts, science and 
education, A cluster college 
plan has been selected, 
which will permit the uni-« 
versity to grow large, but 
at the same time provide 
intimacy and direct contact 
between staff and students, 
avoiding the remoteness of

institutional multi-univer- 
sity complexes, The concep- 
tual design of a number of 
buildings or colleges will 
provide opportunities for 
teachers and _ students to 
meet in small groups and 
seminars, face to face, 

But each college will be 
part of a total unit planned 
for 2,500 students, After one 
total unit is completed 
another may be started, 

The university should also 
have meaning in terms of 
the community, and move out 
in the community, in Dr, 
Byrne’s view. It should help 
young people searching fora 
set of values to discover 
themselves, and should meet 
their major concerns, The 
students should also be able 
to use this education insome 
vocational way. The new unl- 
versity will attempt to move 
professors across discip- 
lines to make use of know- 
ledge in terms of social 
needs, Dr. Byrne said, He 
did not feel that last year’s 
drop in university enroll- 
ment was indicative of a 
trend, 

The final part of the even- 
ing was given to questions 
from the audience of about 
80 people from the town and 
district. In reply to the ques- 
tion “Can you maintain a 
free-form university with- 
out in future allowing for 
radicalism, Dr. Byrne 
stated his opinion that a uni- 
versity should be radical, 
and not attempt to erradi- 
cate dissenters, But when 
radicals reach the point of 
destruction of property, then 
we must say no, He felt that 
the view that today’s system 
is absolute and must be 
destroyed is not widely held 
among students, But he war- 
ned that if society makes no 
attempt to solve the con- 
ceras of the students, then 
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more of them could go the 
way of the minority, 

If this new concept of a 
university is successful, 
will it not upset the old sys- 
tem? was another question, 
“What we are advocating 
is nothing more radical than 
some ideas presently being 
used inelementary schools’’ 
said Dr, Byrne, to which the 
questioner replied that the 
new ideas might upset the 
teachers more than the stu- 
dents, Dr, Byrne hoped it 
would cause some upset, 
since human beings are act- 
ually most conservative, 

Referring to students 
betng involved in the com- 
munity, a young man asked 
Dr, Byrne how he planned 
to educate students to pro- 
blems of older people who 
have never been to univer- 
sity. How can you get these 
people to relate to the stu- 
dent when he moves from 
the university into the com- 
munity? “The question was 
stated excellently,’ said Dr, 
Byrne ~ ‘‘I only wish you had 
given the answer,’’ He felt 
the university would not be 
a ghetto of intellectuals and 
ways should be sought to 
meld it with the community, 
so that differences do not 
divide, The university and 
the public should not think 
of learning as a process 
just on campus, by a life- 
long experience, 

Mr. Wm. Flynn, noting 
that MD Sturgeon was an 
area that did not go out of 
{ts way to encourage, or to 
discourage, the university 
site, asked Dr. Byrne what 
was his concept of the econo- 
mical area, including St. 
Albert, and how the econoe 
mical picture will be diff- 
erent to what it is now, 
‘In some places a univer- 
Sity has created a centre 
around it, but this is not 
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often done,’’ said Dr, Byrne, 
“Here, I suspect it is going 
to speed up development, 
Given time the area from 
Namao Road to St, Albert 
would have become a solid 
block of settlement, The unt- 
versity will accelerate this - 
perhaps by 15 = 20 years, 
Is this good? Solid homes? 
I suspect it is good for the 
people who own land in the 


vicinity,’’ concluded Dr, 
Byrne, : 
Other questions con- 


cerned the quality of coun- 
selling and plans for direct- 
ing students into careers. 
‘Placement must be an im- 


portant part of the univer- | 


sity,’ said Dr, Byrne, On 
tenure of professors: ‘‘the 
security of tenure is needed 
to protect academic free- 
dom, not to the point where 
a professor can practice in- 
differently.’’ On outreach of 
the university: ‘‘Perhaps tv 
can add a new dimension, 
and there is a fund of know- 
ledge in business and indus- 
try that could be used, as in 
Nait and Sait, ’’ Onexams and 
entrance; ‘‘Thought is being 
given to other than senior 
matriculation, and possibly 
no entrance requirements 
for adults,’’ 

On semesters: ‘‘Changes 
being considered, such as 
entering after Christmas, 
a 12 monthsemester system 
is not so simple,’’

Ontario hopes to double 
its inspections of cottage 
sewage systems this year. 
While there is some doubt 
that the target will be met, 
it clearly indicates’ the 
growing crackdown on the 
man-made pollution of re- 
creational areas, Canada’s 
most popular vacation spots 
are being threatened by wat- 
er pollution, ironically by 
the cottagers who, in most 
instances, were first attrac- 
ted to country living by the 
sparkling clear waters of 
wilderness lakes and rivers, 
Industrial pollution has 
taken its toll, too - notably 
from mercury discharges 
into rivers in Northern On- 
tario, Manitoba and Sask- 
atchewan, But the big threat 
in the.most popular areas-- 
notably in densely populated 
Eastern Canada -= comes 
from cottage septic syst- 
ems, This year many cott- 
agers could find themsevles 
cast in the same light as 
urban industrial polluters, 
Provincial and municipal 
authorities supported by 
citizen’s groups are taking 
a hard look at cottage pollue 
tion and are beginning to 
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put pressure on offenders, 
The cottage-owning execu- 
tive may sigh wearily at the 
news, Chances are he spends 
hours during the week being 
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bombarded by environment- 
al authorities and anti- 
pollution activists, There 
will be little escape on week- 
ends.

Why throw away those 
newspapers, magazines, 
telephone books, catalogues, 
sale brochures, etc,? You 
would be surprised at the 
fund-raising use these can 
be put to. Keep encouraging 
the youngsters, Give them 
the benefit of the doubt and 
remember -- it isn’t so 
far back that you were once 
a teen!! The good that is 
done by them will be reflec- 
ted for many years. 

For many years now, 
members of the various Girl 
Guide Companies in our 
community have been doing 
their “‘thing’’ against pollu- 
tion and litter, Now that the 
local ‘dump’ has been 
closed, the girls are work- 
ing twice as hard. It is a 
familiar sight to see a group 
of youngsters gathering 
papers, pop bottles, etc, in 
an attempt to keep our town 
free of litter, Last year, 
a group cleared the river 
between the two 


Strangely enough, it is 
very rare that adults see 
youngsters littering. It is a 
familiar sight to see a bottle 
being thrown out of a moving 
car, Also, when driving 
along our side lanes, one 
invariably sees a parked 
vehicle -- everyone is pitch- 
ing garbage from this 
vehicle into the ditch. What 
an inspiring example that 
this presents to all. 

The Litter Control Act is 
presently doing everything 
possible to control litter, 
Fines can be imposed upon 
any citizen caught throwing 
litter. 

In certain parts of the 
province, broken bottles, etc 
are fire-hazards, Everyone 
is aware that fire destroys 
not only the beauty of the 
countryside, but also the 
wildlife that is trying to 
exist. 

TV viewers are being 
bombarded with commer- 
cials on the dangers of poll- 
ution and litter, Our rivers 
and lakes are prime examp- 
les of these dangers. 
Wrecked cars, parts of veh- 
icles, tires, antique stoves, 
jars, broken glass, cans, 
etc., are partly submerged 
and rusting, During the sum- 
mer, a familiar sight is that 
of many sun-lovers washing 
their cars at the edge of the 
lake or the river. 

It is also common to see 
these car washers take a 
break and have a beer. The 
fun that they have is to see 
who can throw the empty 
bottle the farthest into the 
lake. Little do they care 
that someone may step on 
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the broken glass and injury 
done... 

What has all this to do 
with the youngsters doing 
their share of picking up 
after their elders?? 

Firstly, let us give these 
kids credit instead of con- 
tinually running them down, 
When they do something 
worthwhile, tell them. 

A few weeks ago, there 
was a monthly paper drive 
held by the girls. The older 
teens had a drive to gather 
furniture, etc, to assist them 
obtain funds for their centre.

Custom cattle-feeding op- 
erations in Saskatchewan 
expect this will be the best 
year they have had for a 
long time == except for the 
shortage of one basic raw 
material, reports M, H, 
Hinds from Regina, That 
shortage, he says, is feeder 
cattle -= the cattle feedlot 
operators purchase from 
smaller farmers or from 
the grass ranges of the big 
cattle ranches to feed and 
fatten in their corrals, Fee- 
der cattle have been in high 
demand for more than two 
years as more and more 
grain farmers turned to 
livestock as a way of gett- 
ing rid of their wheat and 
other grain when export 
sales slumped, While there

Antibiotics and calf scours 


Antibiotics alone are not 
the answer to preventing 
or curing calf scours, 

This view is held by Dr. 
B, Beck, pathologist at the 
Alberta veterinary services 
laboratory in Edmonton, He 
explains that although such 
things as virus infections 
and nutritional deficiencies 
play a part in calf scours, 
the main cause is the mi- 
oro-organism E. coli, It is 
a normal inhabitant of the 
intestines of healthy ani- 
mals, but can cause trouble 
when a calf's physiological 
equilibrium is upset through 
stress. Stress causing sit- 
uations include substitute 
diets, chilling, overcrowd- 
ing, poor sanitation, mal- 
nutrition and failure on the 
part of the calf to drink 
the cow's first milk, Any 
one of these factors can 
cause a change in the in- 
testine of the calf and per- 
mit these organisms to in- 


crease and become patho- 


genic, or disease-producing. 


The pathogenic organisms 
are then passed out in the 
calf’s droppings and infect 
other calves, Hence, the 
spiralling effect on the in- 
fection, 

The main reason that calf 
scours are so difficult tc 
treat, says Dr. Beck, is that 
the calves do not die from 
the direct effect of the dis- 
ease-producing germs, but 
from the dehydration caused 
by the diarrhea resulting 
from the infection, Satisfac- 
tory treatment depends upon 
correcting the effect of the 
diarrhea as well as on des- 
troying the organisms res- 
ponsible, 

When antibiotics alone are 
relied upon to cure calf 
scours, they fail at times 
because they do not correct 
the effect ofthe dehydration, 
and, also, because the bac- 
teria have the ability to 


Consumer points 


on charter flights 


One way to fit an exotic’ 
holiday abroad into a two- 
week vacation is to fly. But 
should you consider acheap- 
er charter flight? The de- 
partment of gonsumer and 
corporate affairs has some 
suggestions for you to con- 
sider if you wish to take a 
charter flight this year. 

Fares on scheduled com- 
mercial airlines are usually 
set by the International Air 
Transport Association and 
accepted by the- Ganadian 
Transport Commission, Be- 
cause members of IATA 
charge the same price, in- 
stead of price competition 
they rely on extras such as 
gourmet dinners and chic 
stewardesses to attract cus- 
tomers, 

Charter flights are inten- 
ded to be non-profit opera- 
tions, under CTC regula- 
tions, A group rents a plane 
ami divides the cost among 
the “passengers, However, 
if some seatg are not sold, 
the remaining passengers 
have to pay more, 

Vacations by charter must 
be planned well in advance 
as passengers on a charter 
must have been members of 


least six months before 
take-off, IATA and CTC have 
ruled, 

If plans change, tickets 
for a scheduled flight wil! 
usually be exchanged or re- 


funded, Often charter flights 
won’t exchange or refund, 
Charters also usually offer 
fewer choices of depart 
and return dates, 

When a group pays ws 
its charter, the airline must 
hold the money in trust until 
the plane arrives where it is 
going. Then the airline can 
draw half. The other half 
must stay in trust until th 
group returns. This rule is 
to keep groups from being 
stranded if an airline goes 
bankrupt between departure 
and return, A charter pro- 
moter, however, does not 
have to hold the fares in 
trust. Once in a while a 
promoter pockets the 
money anddisappears, Many 
provinces are discussing 
legislation to prevent this 
kind of fraud, Passengers 
should satisfy themselves 
that the promoter is re- 
liable before turning over 
their money.

develop resistance to the 
drug. Proper treatment of 
scours, says Dr, Beck, has 
many facets which involve 
not only antibiotics but sup- 
portive therapy such as in- 
travenous feeding and other 
electrolytes, Still another 
aspect involves prevention 
through correcting farm 
practices which promote the 
disease, These include calv- 
ing cows in contaminated 
yards, neglecting supple- 
mental vitamin A feeding, 
neglecting to disinfect the 
navel of a newborn calf and 
using cold, wet, drafty calv- 
ing areas, According to Dr. 
Beck, feeding preventative 
levels of antibiotics in milk 
or feed is one of the most 
detrimental methods of att- 
empting to contro} calf 
scours, He points out that 
it can produce a large num- 
ber of antibiotic resistant 
micro-organism strains 
which make the disease even 
more dif icult to treat. 

Dr, Beck thinks that there 
will probably always be calf 
scours as long as there are 
calves, and that there is vir- 
tually no chance of a sure 
cure within the next five 
years, Some research is 
being done, but the fact that 
the causative organisms are 
inhabitants of healty ani- 
mals and that the stress 
while ultimately causes the 
disease comes from many of 
our modern animal husban- 
dry practices, makes the 
problem difficult to deal 
with, Until our husbandry 
practices and methods of 
handling calves change, says 
Dr. Beck, calf scours will

He feels there are two 
aspects of calf rearing that 
can be looked at in an att- 
empt to control the disease, 
One is to concentrate more 
research on the micro-or- 
ganisms involved and the 
other entails trying to

After pulling away from 
the pumps this ‘‘thinking’’ 
driver stopped the car and 
wiped the fuel pump clean, 
A periodic check for the 
next few hundred miles re- 
vealed no leaks, On arriv- 
ing home a fuel pressure 
check showed that all was in 
order, This motorist con- 
cluded that the attendant had 
concealed a squeeze bottle 
of gasoline in his hand and 
squirted the gas over the 
fuel pump when he’d ‘‘che- 
cked the oil,’’ Saved? One 
good fuel pump! 

A mechanic on holidays 
reports that he and his wife 
had left the car for a few 
minutes, Upon returning to 
their car they were greeted 
by the attendant who excit- 
edly motioned them over and 
pointed to the front casting, 
fan, and pulley of the alter- 
nator which appeared to be 
covered with a fine metallic 
dust, They were told that a 
woman had had the same 
problem a few days earlier 
and had burned up the entire 
wiring harness of her car; 
but that this service station 
had the facilities necessary 
to check and repair the al- 
ternator! 

Our skeptical mechanic 
took a wrench, loosened the 
fan belt, and found that the 
alternator rotated freely and 
smoothly, He then retighten- 
ed the fan belt, started the 
engine, and raced it several 
times, As if by magic, all 
the shiny little particles dis- 
appeared! The trip was com- 
pleted 3,500 miles later with 
no further alternator pro- 
blems!

The gas com- 
pany credited him, but how 
many credit card customers 
have been unknowing victims 
of the same little trick? It 
might be well worth check- 
ing, next trip! 

Another ‘‘Go-getter’’ 
drew a driver's attention 
to liquid all over the top of 
a driver’s battery. He said 
that the voltage regulator 
was malfunctioning and the 
battery was over-charging, 
thereby throwing battery 
acid out, He offered to put 
in a new battery and regu- 
lator immediately. 


The ‘‘offending’’ liquid 
turned out to be nothing more 
than the soapy water from 
the attendant’s bottle of 
windshield washer! y 

Another item worthy of 
mention is - ‘‘check your 
gas cap!’’

IBR Control 


--Issued by the District 
Agriculturist’s Office, 

Do not vaccinate your 
cows and heifers against IBR 
(infections bovine rhinotra- 
cheitis) during the breeding 
season, 

This warning comes from 
Dr. G G. Klavino, micro- 
biologist at the Alberta vet- 
erinary services laboratory 
in Edmonton, He explains 
that vaccinating should al- 
ways be done during the 
period between calving and 
breeding because the vac- 
cine itself causes abortions. 

Although vaccinating does 
not guarantee freedom from 
IBR, Dr. Klavino recomm- 
ends it because it certainly 
reduces the chances of in- 
fection, If the immunity is 
strong enough it will pass to 
the calves, thereby decreas- 
ing the incidence of intestin- 
al IBR in small calves, Pro- 
tective immunity in animals 
that have been vaccinated 
takes 14to 21 days to develop 
and can last three years, 

Heifer calves can be vac- 
cinated any time after they 
are four months old, but 
before they are bred, If they 
are vaccinated when less 
than four months of age, 
immunity is not certain, 
Cows should be vaccinated 
before being bred; ideally 
two to three weeks before 
the breeding season, Dr, 
Klavino points out that the 
answers to many questions 
that are frequently asked 
about IBR vaccines can be 
found in the directions that 
accompany these products, 

Isolating all new additions 
to the breeding herd for at 
least 30 days is strongly 
recommended by Dr. Kla- 
vino, This precaution is 


particularly important wher! 
the cows in the herd are 
pregnant, The new animals 
should be put into aseparate 
pasture and made to drink 
from a_ separate water 
source, It is equally im- 
portant, says Dr, Klavino, 
to keep feedlot animals and 
any cattle which have been 
purchased at auction mar- 
kets or sale yards well away 
from the cow-calfoperation, 

Although IBR can occur 
in both beef and dairy cattle, 
abortions appear in more 
epidemic proportions in beef 
cattle because of the type 
of breeding program used, 
This disease usually shows } 
up most dramatically in beef 
cow herds that are exposed 
to new cattle after having 
been a closed herd for a 
number of years, Often one 
or two months after the new 
animals have been introduc- 
ed, the cows start to abort. 

Dr. Klavino reports that 
abortion cases inabeef herd 
can range anywhere from 
three or four per cent to as 
high as 60 or 70 per cent 
with the average ranging 
between 15 and 20 per cent, 
Cows with IBR may abort 
any time during pregnancy, 
and the abortions can occur 
anywhere from three weeks 
to two months after an ani- 
mal has been exposed to the 
virus, Once the cows start 
aborting nothing can be done 
to stop them, 

According to Dr, Klavino, 
the veterinary services lab- 
oratories diagnosed the IBR 
virus in 43 per cent of the 
calves examined from herds 
with multiple abortion pro- 
blems this spring. Last* 
year’s figure was nine per 
cent,
